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PREFACE. 


The  records  of  the  past  become  more  difficult  to  unfold  as 
time  advances.  The  object  of  the  present  sketch  is  to  present 
what  is  known  of  the  early  history  of  the  Mets  family,  and 
thus  prepare  the  way  for  a  more  complete  genealogy.  In  a 
compilation  of  family  records,  it  is  difficult,  even  with  the  ut- 
most care,  to  avoid  errors  of  chronology.  Let  it  he  borne  in 
mind  that  most  of  the  Vietses  of  Simsbury  and  Granby  resided 
within  the  limits  of  the  present  town  of  East  Granby.  Granby, 
formerly  a  part  of  Simsbury,  was  incorporated  into  a  town  in 
1T8C,  and  East  Granby,  formerly  a  part  of  Granby,  became  a 
town  June  9,  185S.  The  writer  desires  here  to  express  his 
gratitude  to  Levi  Clinton  Yiets,  and  others,  who  have  assisted 
in  the  preparation  of  this  work. 
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NAME.— Origin  and  Spelling. 

Of  the  origin  of  the  surname  Viets,  little  is  known  with 
certainty.  The  name  occurs  in  various  forms  in  different  parts 
of  Germany,  and  is  probably  of  Teutonic  origin.  Of  the  several 
explanations  of  the  origin  of  the  name,  none  are  without  objec- 
tions. Proper  names,  unlike  ordinary  words,  are  often  changed 
at  the  caprice  of  the  individual,  and  thus  it  becomes  impossible 
to  trace  them  back  to  their  origin,  especially  in  distant  nations 
and  ages.  The  present  spelling  of  the  name  Viets  was  unknown 
until  about  1T50.  Dr.  John  Viets,  who  settled  in  Simsbury  in 
1710,  wrote  his  name  John  Viett.  After  his  death  the  name 
was  written  by  his  sons,  Vietts.  This  addition  of  an  s  would 
seem  to  imply  that  it  had  already  been  pronounced,  and  perhaps 
at  an  earlier  period  the  name  Avas  written  Vietz,  the  z  after- 
wards being  substituted  by  t,  and  finally  by  ts.  About  1750, 
one  t  was  dropped,  and  the  name  came  to  be  written  Viets, 
which  is  the  most  suitable  spelling,  and  is  commonly  adopted  at 
the  present  time. 
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FIRST  GENERATION. 


1.  Dr.  JOHN1  VIETS,  a  physician  from  Germany,  settled 
in  Simsbury,  Connecticut,  in  1710.  The  date  of  his  birth  has 
not  been  ascertained.  Judging  by  the  age  of  his  wife,  he  was 
born  about  1605.  Dr.  Viets  is  said  to  have  been  well  educated 
in  his  native  country,  and  studied  for  the  profession  of  medi- 
cine. The  place  of  his  birth,  his  early  life,  and  the  circum- 
stances of  his  immigration  to  America  are  equally  obscure. 
Tradition  gives  various  accounts,  which  in  some  particulars 
agree,  in  some  conflict  with  each  other.  There  is  little  doubt 
that  he  came  first  to  New  York,  where  he. is  said  to  have  mar- 
ried. His  name  first  appears  on  the  town  records  of  Simsbury 
in  1710.  At  this  date  he  was  admitted  a  citizen  of  the  town. 
January  5,  1711,  he  received  a  deed  of  about  twelve  acres  of 
land,  from  the  heirs  of  the  estate  of  John  Griffin.  Dr.  Viets 
resided  in  that  part  of  Simsbury  which  is  now  included  in  the 
town  of  East  Granby.  He  lived  west  side  of  the  mountain,  in 
the  Falls  school  district.  Here  lie  cultivated  his  farm  and 
practiced  medicine.  In  the  latter,  on  account  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  country  at  that  time,  and  the  poverty  naturally 
attending  a  new  settlement,  he  was  Jnot  as  successful  as 
he  had  anticipated,  and  thought  of  returning  to  his  native 
country.  In  1713  he  mortgaged  his  farm  for  the  sum  of  £10. 
At  this  time  there  was  a  linseed  oil  mill  on  the  estate  which  he 
had  probably  erected  not  long  before.  In  1723,  a  short  time 
before  his  death,  he  received  a  grant  of  eighty-two  acres  of  land 
from  the  town  of  Simsbury.  Dr.  Viets  died  of  a  fever  when 
about  fifty-eight  years  of  age.  There  are  three  surviving  records 
winch  concur-in  the  date  of  his  death.  He  died  in  Simsbury, 
Connecticut,  November  18,  17^3. 


The  name  of  Dr.  Viets's  wife  was  Catharine.  Of  her  maiden 
surname  we  have  no  record.  There  is  a  tradition  that  her  name 
was  Catharine  Meyers.  Her  gravestone  in  Simshnry  hears  the 
following  inscription  :  "  Camon  Yets,  ye  wife  of  Det.  John 
Vets,  died  March  5,  1734,  JE.  08."  The  name  is  given  as  Cath- 
arine in  two  surviving  records.  The  inscription  differs  in  date, 
also,  from  the  town  record  of  Simshury,  and  the  family  record 
kept  by  her  son,  Henry  Viets.  Following  the  other  records, 
—Catharine,  wife  of  Dr.  John  Viets.  died  March  6,  1734.

At  the  death  of  .their  father,  Henry  and  John  were  thrown  at 
an  early  age  upon  their  own  efforts.  By  their  industry  and 
ability  they  acquired  considerable  estates.

Know  ye  that  we  the  subscribers  hereunto,  Namely,  the  surviving  succes- 
sors and  alleants  to  the  estate  of  our  predecessor,  sargeant  John  Grfflin, 
long  since  deceased,  and  being  rightful  owners  to  those  lands  in  Simsbury 
that  were  those  lands  our  honored  stood  possessed  of  in  his  lifetime,  therefore
